6. The prospectiveprimary participantagreesy submittingthis proposalthat, shouldthe proposectoveredtransactiorbe entered
into, it shall not knowingly enterinto any lower tier coveredtransactionwith a personwho is debarred,suspendedieclared
ineligible, or voluntarily excludedfrom participationin this coveredtransactionunlessauthorizedby the departmenbr agency
entering into this transaction.
